Butler Disagrees With President. 


Up-to-Date Farming: I have selected , 
Up-tc-Date Farming because it will' 
reach a greater number of tobacco 
growers, and because the danger 1 ste 
■hum be averted or our phenomenal 
success in organizing will avail ua noth-' 
ing 

The world consumes a certain num¬ 
ber of pounds of tobacco every year. 
Heretofore we have produced to re¬ 
quired amount to meet the demand, 
when prices were 74 cents per pound 
for white Burley and 34 cents per 
pound for dark. Hod the supply been 
abort the manufacturers would have 
advanced prices. Had we produced 
more than enough to supply the de¬ 
mand, the manufacturers would have 
reduced the prices. Business men do 
not pay more for what they need than 
they have to. Neither do they buy a 
year’s supply in advance unless at re¬ 
duced prices. 

Now, if we increase our acreage so 
as to produce two years’ supply in one 
year, we will have to hold half of our 
crops or sell at reduced prices. 

At present prices the temptation is 
strong to increase our acreage and at 
‘•fifteen cents for an average crop of 
White Burley” and “ten cents for an 
average crop of Dark,” the temptation 
is almost irresistable, and will induce 
many ''outsiders” to put in crops of 
both Burley and dark. That the world's 1 
consumption of tobacco is increasing, 

I will admit, but not to an extent suffi¬ 
cient to demand a very large ircrease 
in the production of the raw material; 
and as sure as we increase the supply 
beyond the demand, just so sure will 
then, be trouble for our organization. 

On the contrary, if we do not in¬ 
crease our acreage, the “outsiders” 
are pot likely to grow more than 
enough to meet the .increase in con¬ 
sumption, and we can safely count on 
”15 cents” indefinitely. 

Guard against overproduction, is the 
warning I wish to sound in the ears of 
every tobacco growers in the land. 
Would that each local union where to¬ 
bacco is grown would take up this sub¬ 
ject and discuss it from every point of 
view, and then adopt means to prevent 
it.

week’s issue of the Farmers Home 
Journal we have had two more severe 
cold nights, producing considerable ice . 
and quite a hard freeze for April. Nu¬ 
merous sensational reports are being 
published and circulated to the effect 
that tobacco plants were destroyed 
or seriously injured. It is probable 
that the latter is true. Where the 
beds were not well protected it is 
probable that plants were frozen and 
will be late in recovering their vitality. 
But from twenty-five years’ experi¬ 
ence, we are not inclined to believe 
that the plants are destroyed beyond 
recovery. In considering the situation 
it must be remembered that the to¬ 
bacco plant is a weed, and that after 
it has taken root, the leaves may be 
frozen so that they will drop off. and 
yet. unless the root is killed it will 
grow up later, as any other weed will 
do. If this freeze had caught the 
plant in the curl and had thus killed 
the vitality of the seed, the damage 
would have been fatal, but in most of 
the beds the plants were fully up and 
had taken root. In such cases we 
believe that, while the plants may be 
set back some weeks they will finally 
recover and produce plants for setting 
a fair average crop. The crop may 
be curtailed some on account of the 
damage, but we hardly think to the 
extent which some of the sensational 
reports would indicate. A drouth at 
transplanting time has occasionally cut 
the crop short, but we do not remem¬ 
ber that a scarcity ot plants has ever 
caused a seriously short crop.

I 1803, representing the American Pres¬ 
byterian church there, recently when 
In Chicago gave an Interview which 

I throws much light on preseut .condi¬ 
tions In ('hina. Dr. Corbett Is station¬ 
ed at Chefu. which Is opposite Port 
Arthur, and travela over the province 
of Shangtnng. the country of the 
'-fnge* Confucius ami Mencius, estab- 
! li-blng stations and missions of bis 
! church 

“On Arrival In China.” said the mis¬ 
sionary to jt Chicago Record-Herald re- 
' porter, "after a sailing voyage of ltft 
I days around the Cape of Good Hope, 
| we found a land that did not Welcome 
us. This of course made our work all 
the more Interesting ns well as-diffi¬ 
cult. At that time thefe were possibly 
1,000 converts connected with different 
Protest it nt missions In all china, and 
these were confined to the o(>eu ports, 
foreigners not being allowed to live In 
! the Inferior. Visitors likewise were 
permitted to traverse the Inland conn- 
, try only on special occasions. Today 
there are more than 130,000 communl- 
■ cants In the Protestant church In Cbl- 
I nn. Since the Boxer uprising In 1900 
more than 30,000 new converts have 
been added. 

"This number Is greater by far than 
tbe number of conversion* made In the 
; first sixty years of Chinese mission 
work, which was begun 100 years ago 
| by Dr. Robert Morrison. Dr. Morrison 
tolled for twenty-seven years among 
tbe Chinese and only saw two Chris¬ 
tian converts In all thnt time. The 
beginning was necessarily slow, but 
the foundation of the work wnd sub¬ 
stantial. a* tbe figures mentioned will 
' jhow. in 1840. so far a* known, there 
was only one Christian convert In 
.China. 

"When I left America on Jujy 3. 

1 1803. the day of the battle of Oettys- 
I l>urg. there were no railroads, across 
, the United States, no steamships cross- 
ling tlie Pnrlflc ocean, no Sue* canal and 
no cable around the world. In China, 
as may be Imagined, the sltantlnn was 
I much w-or*e. Today the empire Is 
awakening In a marvelous way.
